It all started In Shelbyvillo, Tonn.. 
where, os n child, Sondrn daydreamed 
her way through every book 8ho 
could got hor hands on (particularly 
fairy talcs).

Unlike the others who are 
big credit buyers and very free with 
money, - Livanos was an extremely 
thrifty man who believed, only in 
cash and carry. He owned every one 
of his 80-^d ships outright. 

Before his death in May, 1963, 
Livanos was regarded by^the Greeks 
themselves as the wealthiest of them 
all. He was a small man In a worn 
trenchcoat, often - overlooked in 
crowds. He traveled only on business 
and lived exclusively in apartments 
in Pari?, London, and_ New York. . 

Unllkia hls flamboyant sons-in-law, 
Livanos claimed he couldn't afford 
a yacht, tipped reluctantly, and was 
known to lock up hla wife to prevent 
bur from going on a shopping spree,' 
And, too, he spent every moment 
ponniblo aboard one of his ships- 
it was cheaper. 

As Individuals, moat of the Greek 
tycoons own fleets larger than tho 
— navioa-of-many nations,-"Collectively,— 
they control nearly 15 million tons of 
shipping. ' All share the tove of the 
sweet life, ond all know Intimately 
the value of money. In short, all are 
brilliant businessmen — and rivals. '

With new educational programs "gaining 
acceptance, today*s mentally handicapped 
may becoihe tomorrow's " * " 
productive 7;itizens

A YOUNG cpaple, eager to 
have a secpnd child, had 
grave misgivings,. Their .first 
child had been mentally re- 
tardedi and they feared- that- 
another child might face the 
samefate. 

Their doctor urged them to have 
the baby, and, as he predicted, the 
second child waa completely normal. 
This .changed attitude toward mental . 
retardation is baBed on new scientific ' 
flndings and affects the lives of the 
parents and the' child. 

Jpoday almost all states provide for 
the education of retarded children 
(although the number ■of special 
clRHses is still inadequate). Importa:nt 
educational techniques, such as pro- 
grammed learning, which involves the 
use of visual aids, teaching machines, 
J and the \i\ie, have been adapted for 
thii training of the retarded. 

The University of Chicago has a 
"task force" of foculty members, atu- 
donta, and neighborhood residents 
who go into culturally deprived areas 
(whore thd number of mentally re- 
tarded is above the national average) 
and Ii^ltiato thcao educational pro< 
grams ilk the nursery school level. 

At th« Dovoroux Schools in Perin- 
nylvnnla, Texas, and California, pro- 
grammed learning through teaching 
mnchincfl is a part of the curricu- 
lum for the rutardcd, Onco thi) ro- 
tunled child was diamiBacil as "no- 
hoily'H baby," but today there are 
even special camps for him. 

Roforo e ducatio n ta kes place, ' 
"thoTiliUT'tUoTdogreo'of roUrdation la ^ 
carefully appraised. .If a child Is 
deomod severely rotardod,f ho requires 
a prutcotlve onvlronmont for educa- 
tion. While he may nuver bo able to 
earn u living, ha can bo taught to 
caro for his personal nocds, 
^ tioyf', hnppily..thQ.natlon's.two mil- 
lion mildly retarded children,, with 
proper training, are taught to nchiove 
Hulf-Hufllciancy as.udults. 

A recifnl: University ■ of Nobranka 
and Itohnbllltutian .Services Admtn- 
Istratlan study shows how ofFcctlvo 



education can be. When the project's 
researchers interviewed 61 men and 
women, who as teen-agers were 
pupils in an "opportunity -school," 
there were some startling diacov- 
~"cfi«3. The average I.Q. of the group 
had risen from below €0 -to more- 
than 80. One-fourth of the group is 
still retarded, but half now hovers 
near normality — and the remaining 
one-fourth has become nomnl. This 
exploded the myth that a retarded 
person's I.Q. cannot bo increased. 

In> planning education for the 
children. It ia essentia! to difTerenti- 
ate between those who ore retarded 
through diBcase, accident, and in- 
herited disorders (25 percent) and 
.those affected because of poor living 
conditions and parental deprivation 
(75 percent). Even though liiorc 
than 200 causes of retardation hnvo 
been identified, physicians can as- 
sign the cause in only '2,5 percent of 
the cases, those that liave ph^alcal 
origins — injuries to the Ijnby'ii hend 
before or during birth and dincnses' 
striking the expectant mother. ■ 

Retardation-can also be caused by 
un Rh-blood factor and by metabolic 
diflorclerH. Bent known among tticKe 
metabolic dlaorders ia PKU {phu- 
ntyketonurin) , Happily, however, 
both the Rh-blood factor ami I'KU. 
If diflcovered early, can be treated

Planning also includes disproving 
old myths. One such ia heredity. 
Paycnta, thinking that a child is re- 
turdcd because of heredity, recoil 
fftJm having other children. Even 
. whi^n there Is more than one retard- 
ed child in the same family, hercdr 
ity may nof bo the cause. 
, Sllll another myth Is that the bORt 
place, perhaps the only^place, ,for 

■ the retarded is an institution. To- 
day social workers In specialized 
clinics niako. every effort to help the 
family' and tbo rolnrded child to live 
Uigother comfortably. The Child l)o- 
volopmont Clinic at the Childron'H 
Hospital— of Loa Angolon. for In- - 
nti\nco,. counRclR pnrentu of tlio re- 
tarded In child care. 

One mother complained constantly 
of hor child's temper tantrums. She 
behavod toward htm. at Huch momentH 
in oxactly the name way-na she had 
treated an older and normnl child. 
The truth wnn, ns bocunc clon^ dur- 
ing counseling, that this mothor, 
BUcwumbing to hei* dlMppolntment 
about n child who was differont, didn't 
bothor to discipline him becnuso she 
dijin't thinlt he was worth the trou- 
bio. In' despair, she wanted him aant 



away. With counsellnsr, her attUude 
- changed. Her sqn actually was, only 
mildly retarded. When -her behavior' 
changed, so did his. 

. Help also must como from the re- 
farded child's brothers i and sisters. 
They react both favorably and un- 
favorably to him. While some d««Iop 
psychosomatic complaints because of 
an -unconscious feeling that they can 
only di,vert their, parents' attention 
from the retarded child to themselves 
by being ill, others, assume a.greater 
. maturity because , of, the^r, responsi-. 
bility for his care. 

Tho way the brother and sister of 
the retarded child reacts to him de- 
pends, of course, on how the parents 
handle the retardation. Mrs, William 
Gorham, the wife of the assistant 
director for program planning at the 
Department of Health,' Education-' 
and Welfare, says: "We «n/oj/ our 
regarded little girl's company; she's 
a delight to have around. She goes 
to a special school, and we have ac- 
ccptt^d hor differohco as a -normal 
part of our family life." 

.Parents of retorded children And 
comfort in helping other parents In 
the same predicament. I mot cRMie 
of these parents at the National As- 
sociation for Retarded Children in 
Now York recently, and was Im- 
pressed by their enthusiasm. The 
siblings of the retarded have also 
formed brother and sister groups.

JIM CAKROLL sat on a slights 
elevatea~cliair7in^fie^ 
center of his specially con- 
structed "sound room/' listen- 
ing intently to a recording of 
a Vail Cliburn recital. 

"Hear that?" ho. said. "Tbaf's a 
Steinway piano." 

Jim. product manager of the home 
entertainment division of the. Singer 
Company, has a unique Job— he lis- 
tens for a living. And In the manu- 
facture of recording equi^mentr he la 
fast gaining the reputation of being 
"the man with the golden ear." 

"If the equipment is perfect and 
the record Is top quality, you can't 
mistake the difference between a 
Steinway and, say, a Baldwin pianb/' , 
Jim continues. "It's all a matter of 
"'tinjbro identity.' It'a much the imme . 
na ovorhearinB a group of your rela- 
tives talking:. You can eafllly pick out 
your father's voice or your mother's. 

"Eaaentially that's What Trn doing. 
'Each, brand of musical instrument 
has its own unique sound. My job Is 
to make sure that the equipment I'm 
testing reproduces that sound per- 
fectly, with less- than l-porcent'dis- , 
tortlon.

It's, not very pleas- 
ant at all." 

Beeaui« of his vast knowledge of 
sound, Jim has his own theory about 

. rock-'n'-roU music and today's trend 
In Bo-^led psychedelic ' sound. "In 
moat diBcoth6ques, for inatance, the 
sound level Is a high-pitched 110 
■ decibels. That can actually be physi- 
cally palnfuU Maybe that's what the 
klda want, to become numbed by 
aound, to lose touch with reality. 

When playing rock or psychedelic 
music at home, this problem can be 
eliminated, of course, by judicious 
use of the volume control. With his 
aenaitivo and sophiatlcated equip- 
ment, Jim knows exactly what the 
right aound level la. "But the home 
listener doesn't," Jim Baya. "He 
ha» to learn through experience, A 
few K<H>d heodachea will teach him 
to reach for that, volume-control

Even 
perfect o<;tuIpment Isn't going to make 
a bad record sound good. But a good 
record played on good equipment le 
magnlflcent." '
